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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


For  the  School  Year  1953-54 

The  improvement  of  the  instructional  program  and  the  admin- 
istrative organization  of  the  Barkhamsted  School  has  been  given 
particular  emphasis  throughout  the  year  by  the  teaching  staff  and 
the  Board  of  Education.  Many  after  school  hours  have  been  con- 
sumed by  the  staff  in  discussing  and  planning  for  the  educational 
needs  of  the  children.  This  planning  usually  occurs  at  meetings 
of  the  Barkhamsted  staff,  or  at  meetings  of  principals  and  teachers 
within  the  supervisory  district. 

During  the  school  year  the  teachers  of  the  school  held  local 
staff  meetings  once  a  week  or  oftener  to  work  out  organizational 
details,  such  as  rules  and  regulations  for  the  use  of  the  playground; 
and  also  to  study  ways  to  provide  more  continuity  in  the  instruc- 
tional program.  These  local  staff  meetings  have  resulted  in  the 
adoption  of  basic  programs  in  reading,  spelling  and  arithmetic,  with 
textbooks  and  teachers'  manuals  designed  to  provide  sound  teach- 
ing of  skills  in  these  subjects.  A  well-organized  system  has  been 
developed  for  the  teachers  selection  and  ordering  of  books,  supplies 
and  equipment  such  as  maps  and  film  strips.  All  the  library  books 
have  been  catalogued  by  the  staff  to  increase  the  usefulness  of  the 
available  materials. 

In  addition,  a  testing  program  was  developed  to  help  the  teach- 
er study  the  abilities  and  needs  of  each  child,  in  order  to  plan  an 
effective  program  of  instruction,  as  well  as  to  have  a  measure  of 
growth  from  year  to  year. 

The  following  tests  are  given  each  year: 

Grade  1 — Gates  Reading  Readiness  Tests. 

Grade  2 — Gates  Advanced  Primary  Reading  Tests. 

Grade  3  through  8 — Iowa  Every  Pupil  Skills  Tests  (Read- 
ing, Language,  Arithmetic,  and  Study  Skills). 

Grades  3,  5,  7 — California  Test  oi  Mental  Maturity. 

Grade  8 — Vocational  Aptitude  and  Interest  Tests  (To  assist 
in  the  selection  of  high  school  courses). 
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Representatives  of  the  Barkhamsted  staff  met  with  other 
teachers  in  the  district  as  a  Steering  Committee  to  plan  district 
teacher's  meetings,  workshops  and  committee  sessions.  These  ac- 
tivities have  stimulated  the  study  and  development  of  good  pro- 
grams in  reading,  science,  grammar,  physical  education,  art,  public 
relations  and  ethics.  Displays  of  textbooks,  audio-visual  materials 
and  library  books  were  made  available  to  assist  teachers  in  select- 
ing good  teaching  materials.  Most  of  these  meetings  are  held 
after  school  hours.  Two  or  three  times  a  year,  meetings  are  held 
in  half  day  sessions  to  provide  more  time  for  particular  programs 
and  are  usually  planned  by  the  teachers,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Superintendent,  the  Supervisor,  and  authorities  in  the  various 
fields. 

All  the  principals  of  the  district  meet  periodically  to  work  out 
details  of  organization  which  will  improve  the  programs  of  the 
various  schools.  This  year  they  have  worked  on  such  problems 
as;  a  calendar  of  administrative  duties,  efficient  methods  of  rec- 
ord keeping,  policies  and  procedures  concerning  field  trips,  a  list 
of  educationally  worthwhile  places  for  field  trips,  a  policy  regard- 
ing promotion  and  non-promotion,  and  improving  graduation  pro- 
grams. 

The  Board  of  Education  recognizes  the  above  activities  of  thej 
teachers  as  evidence  of  professional  interest  in  the  education  of  the 
children  of  Barkhamsted.  The  Board  is  to  be  commended  for  its 
insight  in  adopting  a  salary  schedule  for  the  teachers  which  rec- 
ognizes experience  and  encourages  professional  training. 

The  Board  of  Education  also  contributes  to  the  improvement 
of  the  instructional  program  by  employing  a  music  supervisor 
and  by  providing  adequate  teaching  materials.  Serious  consider- 
ation was  given  to  each  teacher's  request  for  instructional  mate- 
rials. Budgetary  provisions  were  made  for  field  trips,  a  set  of  en- 
cyclopedia, and  audio-visual  aids,  such  as  records,  film  strips  and 
maps. 

An  Association  of  Boards  of  Education  has  been  formed  of 
Boards  in  the  district.  They  considered  the  mutual  problems  of 
transportation,  salary  schedules  and  providing  facilities  for  secon- 
dary education. 

The  latter  problem  has  become  increasingly  serious.  To  solve 
this  and  other  problems,  the  Board  of  Education  and  teachers  need 
community  cooperation  and  confidence  and  look  to  the  P.T.A.  to 
assist  in  developing  public  understanding.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


Annual  Report  for  September,  1953 — June,  1954 

Our  Health  Program  for  the  1953-1954  school  year  has  been,  I 
feel,  most  successful.  Following  is  a  cumulative  report  of  the 
work  accomplished  under  our  Health  Program. 

There  were  233  eye  examinations  done  on  the  children  includ- 
ing recheck  examinations,  before  any  referral  forms  were  sent 
home. 

There  were  88  complete  physical  examinations  done  by  Dr. 
Markwald  and  the  parents  received  a  notice  as  to  the  results  of  the 
examination.  Permission  slips  were  obtained  from  the  parents 
before  any  exams  were  done.  Dr.  Markwald  has  given  advice  and 
treatments  in  many  minor  problems  which  have  arisen  during  the 
year. 

Health  Records  have  been  maintained  on  each  child  enrolled 
in  our  school. 

This  year  has  shown  a  vast  improvement  in  parents  assuming 
the  responsibility  of  getting  sick  children  home  from  school. 

All  of  the  children  were  weighed  and  measured  twice  (oftener 
when  it  seemed  advisable).  General  Health  inspections  were  done 
on  all  the  children,  including  examination  of  the  hair,  scalp,  teeth, 
skin,  feet  and  posture. 

Children  absent  from  school  due  to  an  illness  reported  to  my 
office  on  returning  to  school. 

246  children  received  treatments  or  advice  for  the  usual  minor 
cuts,  bruises,  sprains,  poison  ivy,  slivers,  etc. 

Due  to  the  epidemic  of  ringworm  of  the  scalp  in  near-by  towns 
we  borrowed  a  special  lamp  for  detecting  this  condition  and  our 
children  were  checked  under  this  lamp  on  an  average  of  twice  a 
month.  Fortunately  we  had  only  two  cases  which  were  both  kept 
under  constant  treatment. 

Our  Communicable  Diseases  this  year  included  Mumps,  Scar- 
let Fever,  Chicken  Pox  and  Whooping  Cough. 
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The  first  three  grades  have  participated  in  the  Nationwide 
Polio  Vaccine  Field  Experiment.  Only  the  2nd  grade  received  the 
actual  innoculation  of  the  vaccine.  We  had  excellent  cooperation 
from  the  parents  in  our  school.  A  very  small  percentage  of  the 
children  did  not  participate  in  the  program. 

We  held  a  clinic  in  June  for  the  children  entering  school  in 
September.  Physical  exams  were  done  by  Dr.  Markwald  and  some 
vaccinations  were  done  at  this  time.

REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  HEALTH 

Of  the  103  reported  cases  of  communicable  diseases  26  were 
scarlet  fever,  32  chicken  pox,  40  mumps,  3  whooping  cough  and  2 
ringworm  of  the  scalp.  The  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever,  chicken  pox 
and  mumps  ran  concurrently  from  April  to  June,  with  some  chil- 
dren having  two  of  the  diseases  at  the  same  time  or  in  succession. 
The  cases  were  mild  and  afford  immunity  for  many  in  later  life. 

Three  Well  Child  Conferences  were  held,  which  were  very  well 
attended.  The  examination  of  all  school  children  was  completed 
again  this  year. 

Some  of  the  food  dispensing  quarters  as  well  as  the  school  and 
public  toilets  were  inspected. 

In  cooperation  with  the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile 
Paralysis  Barkhamsted  participated  in  the  vaccine  field  trial.  25 
pupils  were  inoculated  three  times  during  May  and  June.  Due  to 
the  wonderful  work  of  the  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Beard,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  many  volunteers,  "Operation  Ouch"  was  run  very  smooth- 
ly and  efficiently.  It  was  a  pleasure  working  with  all  of  you — 
children  as  well  as  adults.
